Ve submit herewith the tabulation of hide recelved and opened at 10:00 A. M.,
December 11, 1935, for the constructlion of sanitary sewer lines on publle works project
under P, W. A. Dooket No., 1768, Engineer'e Reference No. 595B~-1~2. Four bids were
recelved and tabulated, two being made on the construction of "Mlecellaneous Sewer
laterals! and four being made on the construction of a '"Sewage LALt Station." It will
be noted that the bid of Brown & Root, Inoc., of Austln, Texas, waeg low with the bid of
Ninety-eight Thousand One Hundred FAve and &5/100 (398,105.#55 Dollars for the con.
atruction of "Miscellaneous Sewer Laterals! and that Edward T. Lorey of Auatin, Texas,
was the low bidder with the bid of Six Thousand Five Hundred Ninety-nine ($6,599.00)
Dollars for the construction of o "Sewage LAt Station."

After a careful analysis of the unlt coste submitted under the various Atems of
this project, 1t is the oplnion of the Engineering Btaff that these prices are high
and considerably above estimates on this project. We feel that the unusual number of
lettings being held at thils time and the general improvement in the bullding industry
wAll explain to some extent the high unit prices recelved. Should the project ke re-
advertised and the some conditions exist, the prices may be the same ox higher. We are
of the opinlon that they should he lower.

However, your Englneering Staff feels that primary conslderation should be given
to creating further employment at the earliest possible time, and thereby help those
unfortunates vwho may be unemployed through the rigors of the winter months, and that
the advantoge to be derived from this fact may outwelgh a posslble reduotlion in cost
should the projeet be re-advertised. Ve would therefore suggest to your Body that the

avards be made to the low bldders.
